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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1 -27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by USPN 
6155306 issued to Katsukura et al. 

Katsukura et al. discloses woven fabrics that are enhanced bulletproof or 
protection composites (abstract). The bulletproof woven fabric comprises non-twisted 
yarns in both the warp and the weft such that their cross sections are flattened and 
reduce the opening between the interstices of the weave (column 1 , lines 50+). This 
reads on Applicant's definition of thread opening treatment. The multifilament yarns 
have a fineness of 50 through 1 600 denier (column 2, line 67). The weave dimension 
that are taught in column 3, bring the yarns together so that there is almost no opening, 
thereby reading on Applicant's claim language of 0 to 5% opening. In column 9, lines 
50+ the chemical makeup of the yarns that are utilized are taught and are the same as 
that of Applicant. At column 10, the instant patent teaches that these composites can 
be used in a plethora of industries other than protective devise like bullet proof vests, 
airships, balloons, etc. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1 6-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over 
USPN 6155306 issued to Katsukura et al. 

4. Katsukura et a. teach what is set forth above and allude us to the fact that the 
composites they are making are used in the industry of protection. Therefore a person 
having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made would have found it 
obvious to have employed the composites in making any one of the products listed in 
claims 16-27. One would have been motivated to so in order to make a product that 
would save lives such as that of our armed forces personnel.
